TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HEALTH  COMMITTEE: 

GENTLEMEN: 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  H ealth  Services  for  the 
Borough  for  the  year  1944, 

_ This  is  again  mainly  a collection  cf  statistics, recording  birth  and  mortality  rates, 
shoeing  the  number  and  nature  of  the  Services  provided, and  indicating  the  extent  to  which 
those  Services  were  utilised  by  the  public. 

In  itself  a Statistical  Report  conveys  little  information, but  when  prepared  year  after 
year  on  the  general  lines  indicated  by  the  Ministry  of  Health, the  figures  recorded  can  be 
compared  not  only  with  those  of  earlier  years, but  also  with  the  returns  from  other  areas, sc 
that  they  afford  a fairly  comprehensive  picture  cf  the  standard  of  health  if  the  community. 

Of  special  interest  in  this  connection  is  the  infantile  mortality  rate  - 43  - which  is 
the  lowest  ever  recorded, the  previous  lowest  having  been  45  in  1935. 

It  may  also  be  observed  from  one  of  the  Tables  that  the  death  rate  cf  children  between 

•ne  and  five  years  of  age, name ly ,0 . 13, was  also  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 

Such  a result  is  a wonderful  achievement  after  five  years  of  the  most  extensive  and 
destructive  war  In  history, and  is  all  the  more  noteworthy  when  we  take  into  account  the  fact 
that  the  enemy’s  most  determined  effort  to  secure  victory  was  his  attempt  to  destroy  our 
vital  ford  supplies.  Whilst  the  depleted, and  often  over-worked, staff  if  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  section  of  the  Department  deserve  credit  for  their  share  in  attaining  this 
result, cne  readily  admits  that  the  most  important  factor  in  bringing  it  about  was  the 
foresight  <*f  the  Ministries  of  Health  and  »f  Food  in  ensuring  that  priority  supplies  of  the 
most  essential  foodstuffs  (milk, oggs, cod  liver  oi  l, etc.)  were  made  available  for  expectant 
mothers  and  young  children. 

Other  factors  of  the  Report  to  which  one  would  call  attention  are 

(1)  The  absence  of  epidemics  cf  all  kinds  and  the  low  prevalence  ef 

infectious  diseases  generally. 

In  this  connection, the  continued  fall  in  the  incidence  if 
Diphtheria, and  in  its  fatality  rate, is  cf  particular  interest, for 
this  is  undoubtedly  an  indication  that  the  Immunisation  Campaign 
to  protect  against  the  disease  is  bearing  fruit. 

(2)  ■ It  Is  a well  recognised  fact  that  the  spread  of  Tuberculosis  is 
favoured  by  overcrowding, under  feoding ,and  the  many  ether  hardships 
that  are  closely  associated  with  war. 

The  fall  recorded  in  the  Incidence  of  Tuberculosis  in  the 
Borough  during  the  past  six  years  is, therefore, cf  particular  interest. 

(3)  Some  increase  in  the  prevalence  of  Venereal  Diseases  was 
anticipated, for  its  spread  is  favoured  by  the  mental  strain, faml  ly 
disturbances, and  general  feeling  of  Instability  which  inevitably 
result  frim  the  exigencies  cf  war. 

The  number  of  new  cases  dealt  with  last  year  was  considerable  and 
must  be  deplored,  Neverthe less, the  position  is  not  so  alarming  from 
the  medical  point  of  view  as  might  appear, for  any  increase  that  has 
•ccurred  has  been  more  than  counter-balanced  by  the  greatly  improved 
methods  if  treatment  Introduced  since  the  discovery  of  Penicillin. 

Until  a few  years  ago  the  treatment  of  both  Syphilis  and 
Gintrrbcea  was  most  unsatisfactory, being  both  prolonged,and,in  many 
cases, ineffective. 

The  introduction  cf  arsenical  compounds  for  the  treatment  if  the 
ine,and  of  sulphonamide  drugs  for  the  other, yi © Ided  greatly  improved 
results, but  failures  were  still  common, and  a series  of  courses  cf 
treatment  were  usually  required.  Now, a very  high  percentage  of 
cures  can  be  attained  by  the  use  of  Penicillin  in  bith  diseases, 
satisfactory  results  being  secured  in  the  one  disease  within  twelve 
days, and  in  the  other  in  a single  day. 

For  security  reasons, the  estimated  population  of  the  area  was  not  published  during  the 
war  period, and, as  no  Census  has  been  taken  since  the  year  1931, it  will  be  recignised  that 
any  estimate  now  made  is  liable  to  considerable  error*  However, some  such  estimate  is 
•ssentia l,and  the  Registrar  General  has  fixed  the  population  of  the  Borouqh  for  the  middle 
of  the  year  1944  at  115,990.  After  the  extension  of  the  Borough  in  1938 , the  estimated 
figure  was  126,240.  No  dcubt  the  absence  of  so  many  men  and  women  serving  In  the  Forces 
has  lowered  the  population  considerably, but, :n  the  ctherhand,many  evacuees  from  other  areas 
have  taken  temporary  shelter  in  our  midst, so  that  ^ne  wonders  if  the  fall  has  been  in 
reality  so  great  as  that  shown  by  the  above  figures, which  record  a drop  if  10,250.  Had 
there  been  no  migration, seme  fall  would  have  been  inevitab le, because  the  birth  rate  had 
been  dropping  steadily  for  several  years. and, prior, to  the  war, had  become  lower  than  the 
death  rate.  On  the  otherhand,the  very  great  demand  for  houses  shews  that  there  is  a large 
amiunt  if  evercrowding  which, In  turn, indicates  the  growth  if  population  likely  to  have 
balanced  the  drop  produced  by  a lowered  birth  rate. 

Perhaps  it  should  be  explained  that  the  large  demand  for  houses  is  not  due  to  any 
reduction  in  their  number,  resu  Iting  from  bombing,for,ncw  that  the  war  has  ended, one  is  at 
liberty  te  repirt  that  nit  a single  dwelling  house  in  the  Borough  was  rendered 
uninhabitable  by  enemy  action.  Moreover, any  casualties  that  tccurred  were  if  a trivial 
nature  - net  a single  death  resulted. 
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As  the  First  Aid  and  Ambulance  Services, incorporated  under  the  Air  Raid  Precautions 
Scheme, were, in  fact, a section  of  the  Public  Health  Services  during  the  war, one  takes  this 
opportunity,™  the  first  Annual  Report  to  appear  since  their  disbandment, to  pay  tribute 
to  the  valuable  services  rendered  by  the  many  men  and  women  who  devoted  so  much  of  their 
time  to  this  work, and  took  such  trouble  to  make  themselves  fully  qualified  for  their 
duties.  To  maintain  such  a high  degree  of  efficiency  when  their  services  were  never 
seriously  required,was, indeed, a test  cf  endurance, but  it  must  be  a great  source  of 
thankfulness  to  them  now, as  indeed  it  must  be  to  all  citizens  of  the  Borough, that  in 
spite  cf  so  much  air  activity  around  and  above  us, we  in  Huddersfield  had  sucn  a 
Wonderful  deliverance. 

With  the  cessation  of  hostilities. and  an  era  of  peace  of  some  kind  assurod,it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  a portion, at  leastv-cf  the  energy  and  resources  which  had  to  be 
devoted  for  several  yoars  to  man's  destruction, can  now  be  diverted  to  his  social  and 
physical  betterment.  Included  in  any  such  programme  there  must  be  further 
development  and  improvement  of  the  Health  Services* 

First, and  foremost, amongst  the  problems  to  be  tackled  must  be  placed  the  relief 
ef  overcrowding  and  the  provision  cf  better  housing  accommodation  for  those  families 
that  are  new  dwelling  in  unsatisfactory  and  insanitary  abodes.  The  present  need  for  a 
lam  number  of  houses  is, of  course, fully  appreciated  by  all  in  authority  .and 
building  is  proceeding  as  rapidly  as  the  labour  and  materials  available  will  permit. 

Tho  demand  for  houses  is  so  great  and  so  urgent  that, for  several  years  ahead, they  will 
claim  priority  ever  everything  else. 

The  following  needs  should, however, be  borne  in  mind, so  that  they  can  be 
proceeded  with  when  the  opportunity  to  do  so  arrives:- 

( 1)  The  building  cf  a new  Nurses  Home  at  the  Sanatorium, Where 
the  extensions  and  improvements  already  in  operation  were 
suspended  at  the  onset  of  war, and  where  a new  Block  for 
pationts,ncw  completed, cannot  be  utilised  until  this 
additional  acccmmodati&n  has  been  provided. 

(2)  Tho  erection  cf  additional  cottages  at  the  Children's  Hanes, 
for  use  by  the  increased  number  jf  children  living  apart  from 
their  parents  who  have  to  be  carod  for  by  the  Local  Authority. 

(3)  The  building  cf  the  new  Municipal  Hospital, for  which  plans 
had  been  approved  prior  to  the  war.  As  time  passes, the  need 
for  this  becomes  more  and  more  apparent. 

(4)  The  provision  of  either  a new, or  a very  much  extended  and 
improved  Health  Department, to  replace  the  present 
accommodation  which  has  become  totally  inadequate  and 
unworthy  of  the  title* 

In  submitting  the  Report,!  again  record  my  indebtedness  to  all  members  of  the 
staff  3f  the  Department  for  their  valuable  services.  Upon  some  the  strain  of  war, 
caused  by  increased  responsibilities  and  depletion  in  tne  ranks, has  fallen  heavily  - 
to  them, particularly,!  extend  my  sincere  thanks. 

I am  greatly  indobted  also  to  the  Chairmen  and  Deputy  Chairmen  of  those 
Ctjnmittees  with  which  I have  been  most  closely  associated  for  the  fullest  measure 
•f  help  and  encouragement  extended  to  me  oi  all  possible  occasions.

The  figures  show  a decreaseof  ,45  gallons  per  head  per  day  in  Domestic  supply,  and  a 
decrease  of  .01  gallons  per  head  per  day  in  Trade  supply  on  the  consumption  returns  for  1943. 

The  quality  of  the  water  supplied  both  from  a chemical  and  bacteriological  viewpoint 
has  been  satisfactory. 

During  the  year,  18.127  lineal  yards  of  distribution  mains  have  been  reconditioned  by 
the  'Eric1  process.  This  reconditioning  process  has  dealt  effectively  with  coloured  water 
complaints  and  at  the  same  time  has  increased  the  carrying  capacity  of  the  mains. 

Chemical  examinations  of  all  waters  are  carried  out  every  quarter,  and  the  following

In  addition  to  the  chemical  analyses,  bacteriological  examinations  of  all  supplies 
have  been  carried  out  fortnightly. 

185  samples  have  been  collected  from  eonsumers*  taps  during  the  year,  and  the  reports 
on  these  shew  that  on  one  occasion  B.Coli  was  present  in  50  c.c,  in  samples  of  Longwood  and 
Scapegoat  Hill  water,  and  on  one  occasion  B.Coli  was  present  in  100  c.c.  In  Scapegoat  Hill 
water.  All  other  samples,  showed  B.Coli  absent  in  100  c.c.

There  have  been  no  extensions  or  important  alterations  to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
during  1944.  Guidance  has  been  sought  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  to  the  future  policy  of 
drainage  of  the  water  shed  of  the  River  Colne  and  its  tributaries  so  that  plans  may  be  prepared 
for  any  additional  volumes  of  sewage  and  trade  wastes  which  may  be  required  to  be  treated  at 
the  Huddersfield  Works. 

The  decreasing  volume  of  the  alkaline  textile  wastes  and  the  increasing  volume  of  the 
acidic  chemical  trade  wastes  have  lowered  the  general  alkalinity  of  the  sewage.  This  lack  of 
alkalinity  together  with  the  increased  chemical  nature  of  the  sewage  has  rendered  it  less 
amenable  to  biological  treatment.  The  separation  of  the  major  chemical  wastes  from  the  feed 
to  the  bioaeration  plants  has  thrown  into  prominence  the  effect  of  the  gas  liquors,  this  effect 
being  further  enhanced  by  quality  of  the  wartime  coal  carbonized. 

Experimentation  is  continuing  to  intensify  the  earlier  stages  of  biological 
purification  in  percolating  beds,  giving  a positive  'air-exchange4  and  catering  for  the  macro 
fauna  of  the  beds. 

The  primary  sludges  continue  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  recovery  of  grease  and 
fertiliser  as  oy-products.  A possibility  of  utilising  the  chemical  sludges  with  a high  iron 

content  is  being  explored  as  a substitute  for  bog  ore.  This  sludge  is  highly  reactive  to 
gases  containing  sulphuretted  hydrogen. 

The  secondary  gelatinous  biological  sludges  of  a high  water  costent  are  at  present 
tagooned.  Experiments  to  condition  these  sludges  for  air  drying  or  pressure  filtration  are 
>n  progress. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS: 

The  subject  of  rivers  pollution  is  dealt  with  in  the  West  Riding  by  a specially 
constituted  Rivers  Board, and  no  action  has  been  called  for  during  the  year  by  the  Local  Authority. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING.

The  scheme  for  the  conversion  of  tub  closets  to  the  water  carriage  system, commenced 
in  the  year  1925, still  continues. 

Under  i t , a grant  of  £10  is  made  for  the  conversion  of  tub  closets  and  slop-water 
closets.  The  scheme  is  being  continued  in  the  new  areas, and  eventually  the  conversions  will 
be  carried  out  in  all  cases  where  a sewer  and  water  supply  are  available. 

Owing  to  the  war  exigencies  only  one  conversion  was  done  during  the  year.

The  container  system  of  refuse  collection, introduced  in  1935, is  still  in  operation, 
and  proves  highly  satisfactory.  The  only  alterations  which  have  taken  place  in  the  system  of 
refuso  collection  and  disposal  have  been  brought  about  because  of  the  war.  The  Government 
has  instructed  Local  Authorities  to  salvage  from  the  refuse  certain  materials  (paper,  rags, 
rope,  string,  bones,  kitchen  waste,  ferrous  and  non-ferrous  which  can  be  usod  again 

for  the  manufacture  of  war  materials.  The  taking  away  from  the  refuse  of  such  combustible 
matter  as  paper,  rags,  etc.,  has  had  some  effect  on  the  amount  of  steam  raised. 

Unfortunately, the  shortage  of  staff  which  has  arisen  consequent  upon  the  war,bas  reduced  the 
bin  collection  to  a more  than  three  weekly  period.

NOTIFICATIONS. 

The  total  notifications  during  1944  numbered  119,  and  *f  thesa  W were 
pulmonary,  and  31  n on-pulmonary. 

Compared  with  the  previous  year,these  figures  show  an  increase  of  4 
pulmonary, and  a decrease  of  1 non-pulmonary  notifications. 

In  spite  of  five  years  of  war,  it  is  gratifying  to  record  that  there  has  been 
no  increase  in  the  incidonce  of  either  pulmonary, or  non-pulmonary, Tuberculosis  in  the

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (PREVENTION  QF  TUBERCULOSIS)  REGULATIONS  1925 . 

No  occasion  arose  during  the  year  when  it  was  considered  necessary  to  enforce 
these  Regulations. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ( TUBERCULGSI S)  REGULATIONS  194C . 

Information  was  sent  to  the  Minister  #f  Labour  and  National  Service  respecting 
patients  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register, by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, in  compliance  with 
these  Regulations. 

TUBERCULOSIS  CLINIC. 

The  number  sfsessions,and  the  hours  tf  same, remained  the  same  throughout  the  year, 
as  during  the  April  to  October  period  of  the  previous  war  yea rs, name ly, two  afternoon  and 
ene  evening  session  per  week. 

The  attendances  numbered  2,281, a decrease  if  51  en  the  previous  year. 

At  the  Clinic, contact  is  maintained  with  known  cases  of  Tuberculosis  and  a close 
check  kept  on  their  progressed  new  patients  are  first  interviewed  and  examined  here, 
unless  unfit  to  attend.  Wherever  possible, both  new  and  old  cases  are  seen  by  appointment 
so  as  to  avoid  undue  waiting. 

As  in  previous  years,a  number  *f  patients  who  were  discharged  from  the  Sanatorium 
prior  to  the  completion  of  a course  of  Gold  treatment, had  it  completed  at  the  Clinic, and  2 
patients  attended  regularly  for  Tuberculin  injections, 

NEW  PATIENTS. 

During  the  year  387  new  cases  were  examined, and  of  these  93  were  considered  to  be 
tuberculous;  293  non-tubercu Lc us ; whi  le  in  1 case  the  diagnosis  was  not  completed  at  the 
year  end.  As  former  ly, diagnosis  was  based  on  clinica  l, radio  logica  L,and  bacteriological 
examinations. 

The  practice  of  keeping  in  touch  with  the  patient's  private  practitioner  was 
continued.  Following  the  completion  of  initial  investigations  a report  on  the  clinical, 
radiologica  l,and  bacteriological  findings  was  forwarded, and  als*  a full  report  following 
discharge  from  the  Sanatori urn, after  treatment, or  a period  of  observation. 

Among  the  new  cases  examined  at  the  Clinic,there  were  47  referred  from  the 
Military  Medical  Board,and  4 from  the  Ministry  if  National  Service, 

A total  ef  961  patients  attended  the  Bradley  Wood  Sanatorium  for  X-ray  and 

examination. 

/ 

CONTACTS. 

The  immediate  family  contacts  to  cases  of  pulmonary  Tuberculosis  examined  during 
the  year  numbered  51  adults  and  40  children;  24  #f  these  were  X-rayed.  One  adult  contact 
was  found  to  lie  tuberculous. 


DOMICILIARY  VISITS. 

The  number  cf  home  visits  paid  by  the  Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer  during  the 
year  numbered  61,  consisting  mostly  of  new  patients  who  were  considered  unfit  to  attend 
the  Clinic.  At  many  of  these  examinations  the  patient’s  private  practitioner  was  present. 

The  Tuberculosis  Nurse  paid  a total  of  1,314  visits  to  patients  in  their  own 
homes,and  made  673  attendances  at  the  Ultra-Violet  Light  Clinic. 

In  addition  to  her  usual  duties, which  include  home  visiting  if  all  tuberculous 
persms  on  the  Register. the  Tuberculosis  Nurse  has  carried  out  Almoner's  duties  in 
connection  with  Tuberculosis  Maintenance  Allowances.

CLINIC  REGISTER. 

On  December  31st, the  number  of  cases  en  the  Register  was  490  - a decrease  if 
10, as  compared  with  last  year.  Of  the  total  number, 352  were  pulmonary  cases, and  of 
these  200, or  56.8$, had  a positive  sputum. 

During  the  year  no  case, removed  at  an  earlier  date  when  the  condition  was 
considered  to  be  completely  arrested, was  restored  to  the  Register, 

BRADLEY  WOOD  SANATORIUM . 

In  conformity  with  the  practice  of  former  years, wherever  possible, only 
those  cases  in  which  there  was  reasonable  hope  of  improvement  were  admitted  to  the 
Sanatorium. 

Advanced  cases  requiring  institutional  treatment  were  admitted  to  the 
Mill  Hill  Isolation  Hospital. 

Admissions  to  the  Sanatorium  during  the  year  numbered  80.  These  included 
10  ox-service  men  and  2 ox-service  women. 

Deaths  in  the  Sanatorium  totalled  13. 

X— RAY  EXAMINATIONS. 

During  the  year, a new  change-over  switch  was  fitted  to  the  overhead  high 
tension  system.otherwise.no  alterations  were  necessary  to  the  existing  plant, which 
has  continued  xc  give  satisfactory  service. 

X-ray  examinations  fer  the  year  numbered  656, and  1,411  screenings  were 

made » 


ARTIFICIAL  PNEUMOTHORAX . 

This  method  of  treatment  continues  to  be  of  very  great  benefit  in  selected 
cases, and, during  the  year, new  cases  considered  suitable  numbered  13.  Of  these, 10 
',/ere  successfully  induced, but  ir.  2 cases  the  treatment  was  soon  abandoned  owing  to 
the  lung  re-oxpansion  - 1 of  these  cases  had  a thoracoplasty  subsequently.  Two 
cases, a tready  under  treatment, a Isc  had  successful  inductions  on  the  contra-Utera l 
side,1  continuing  treatment  bilaterally. 

Altogether  39  patients  had  pneumothorax  refills  during  the  year;  the 
total  refills  numbering  749. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  treatment  was  abandoned  in  10  cases, mostly  as  a 
result  of  lung  re-expansion  following  pleural  effusion. and, In  1 of  the  aboye 
mentioned  cases  where  the  treatment  was  instituted  en  the  contra- lateral  side 
owing  to  the  deterioration  of  an  existing  focus  In  that  lung. 

A London  patient. who  was  living  temporarily  in  the  Borough, in  addition  to 
having  pneumothorax  refills, a Iso  had  12  refills  for  his  pneumoperitoneum. 

THORACIC  SURGERY. 

Two  patients  were  operated  on  by  Hr.A llison,F.R.C.S.,for  the  division 
of  adhesions  which  were  preventing  a satisfactory  pneumothorax  collapse, and  1 of 
these  cases  also  had  a phrenic  crush.  Although  paralysis  ef  the  herni— diaphragm 
was  obtained.no  significant  elevation  resulted, and  phrenic  evulsion  Was, 
therefore, not  performed  subsequently. 

Four  patients  had  thoracoplasties  performed  during  the  year, and  the 
condition  of  all  was  satisfactory  at  the  year  end. 

Two  cases, including  1 member  of  the  staff, were  examined  by  Tomography 
at  the  Leeds  Goneral  Infirmary. 

ORTHOPAEDIC  CASES. 

In  the  continued  absence  of  Mr.BarcLay,F.R.C.S.,the  treatment  of  the 
orthopaedic  cases  in  the  Sanatorium  has  been  directed  by  Hr.Latimer  Ha lker,F.R.C.$. , 
and  has, as  formerly, been  of  a conservative  character.

ULTRA  VIOLET  LIGHT. 

This  type  of  therapy  has  again  proved  beneficial  in  cases  of 
tuberculosis  of  the  abdominal  and  cervical  glands, and  in  the  treatment  of  sinuses 
associated  with  bone  and  joint  Tuberculosis, 

The  number  of  sessions  totalled  184, and  the  attendances  numbered  314.

VACCINATION  ACTS 
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VENEREAL  DISEASES TREATMENT SCHEME . 


During  the  year  under  review, there  has  been  a 'considerab le  increase  in  both 
now  cases  and  total  attendances, as  compared  with  the  figures  for  1943. 


The  increased  attendances  are  largely  accounted  for  by  the  figures  for 
patients  who  have  received  the  individual  attention  of  the  Medical  Officer  - the 
cerresponding  totals  for  1943  and  1944  being  4,710  and  6,288  respectively:  whilst  the 
figures  for  intermediate  treatment  hare  increased  from  1,227  to  1,468  in  the  same 
period. 


The  figures  showing  the  number  of  new  cases  indicate  a very  startling  rise 
fer  Syphi lis, with  78  recently  acquired  infections, 14  congenital  cases, and  25  c Id 
standing  infections  during  1944, as  against  34  recently  acquired  infections, 8 congenital 
cases,and  13  o Ld  standing  infections  in  1943. 


The  figures  for  new  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  show  little  change  from  the  previous 
year, the  total  new  cases  being  135  in  1944, as  against  128  in  1943, 


With  the  increased  number  of  casos  of  Syphi lis, there  has  been  some  increase 
in  the  defaulter  rate,and  25  recently  acquired  infections  have  defaulted  from 
treatment, but  every  effort  is  being  made  tc  contact  these  patients  by  the  Health 
Visitors  and  Nurses, with  a view  to  getting  them  to  continue  their  treatment  until 
cured. 


The  Pathological  work  has  increased  during  the  year, and  47  specimens  have  been 
examined  by  Dark  Ground  method  for  Spircohaetes,and  1,223  smears  for  Gonorrhoea  - the 
corresponding  figures  for  1943  being  16  and  941  respectively. 


In  addition  very  large  numbers  of  fresh  wet  films  have  been  examined  for 
Trichomoniasis. 


During  the  year  there  has  been  a great  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  cf 
Jaundice  amongst  patients  receiving  Intravenous  Anti-syphilitic  treatment, and, as  the 
result  of  recent  investigations, has  shown  that  this  disease  is  definitely  transmissible 
from  one  patient  to  anothor  via  the  syringe.  An  order  has  been  placed  for  varicose 
needle  mounts,in  order  that  every  patient  may  have  a new  mount  and  needle  used, and  so 
obviate  any  chance  of  blood  being  drawn  back  into  the  syringe  and  infection 
transmitted  in  this  way. 


Another  point  *f  interest  during  the  year  has  been  the  gradual  increase  in 
Sulphonamide  resistant  cases  of  Gonorrhoea, which  is  only  to  be  expected, as  men  are 
returning  from  Italy  and  North  Africa, where  the  percentage  of  such  cases  cf 
Gonorrhoea  has  been  very  high.  This  will  cause  no  great  anxiety  assuring  next  year, 
Penicillin  will  be  fully  available  fur  the  treatment  of  these  cases. 


In  conclusion,!  have  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Sister, Orderly, and  Nurses, 
all  if  whtm  have  done  splendid  work  in  the  Department, and  all  of  whom  have  so  greatly 
contributed  to  the  smooth  running  and  success  of  the  Department  by  retaining  the 
confidence  if  the  patients. 


My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Honorary  Staff  of  the  Huddersfield  Royal 
Infirmary, and  also  to  the  Medical  Officer  cf  Health  for  his  ready  help  and  support 
at  all  times.
